The police almost publicly 
ttitor under-trial prisoners in the lock-up; bat Judges take 
no notice of their misbehaviour. The worst of it is that some- 


times courts, of their own motion, postpone trials in order to 


enable the prosecution to obtain additional evidence against 
the accused, without any application being made by the 
prosecution to that effect. This shows that Jadges are gene- 


rally desirous of convicting all accused persons, even though 
they are quite innocent.
